WASHINGTON, M»jr 8.— With the bond 


revolution out ol the way the wn»te 
gave its attention to the accamakvtiou of 
minor measures before going on with 
the river and harbor bill. Mr.Mitchell, 
Republican of Otagon, gave notice that 
when the laat apprbp>iatioiiNbill was 
pawed be would press tue joint resolu- 
tion for the election of senator! by tbe 


.people,: not for the j«ke of bavine fur- 


ther speeches, but of actually adopting 
the resolution. 


A bill wai passed to establish a classi- 


fication division in the United States 
patent office ; Kranting permission for 
the erection of a monument at Washing- 
ton in honor of Samuel Hahemann, and 
appropriating $4000 for a foundation. 


Tbe river and harbor bill was then 


taken up. On a point of order by Mr. 
Gorman, the committee amendment was 
Btricken out providing that all persons 
•employed on river and harbor works 
shall be selected aud hired by the offi- 
cers In charge of these works, in order 
that the officers may be held to a strict 
responsibility fol tbe execution of the 
work in their chance. 


The following individual amendments 


were made : 


By Mr. Gray, Democrat of Delaware, 


to permit retired army officers to engage 
in river and harbofworkB ; by Mr. Car- 
ter, Republican of Montana, for a dam 
across the upper Mississippi at Stubba' 
ferry to develop water power ; by Mr. 
Lodge, Kepublicanof Massachusetts, for 
a survey o! Portland channel, Alaska. 


This disposed of the entire bill except 


the reserved amendment for a deep 
water harbor at Port Los Angeles, in 
Santa Monica bay, California, and au- 
thorizing contracts aggregating $3,- 
01)8,000 for the work. A vigorous con- 
test was promised on this item, the two 
California senators, Mr. White and Mr. 
Perkins being opposed to it. Mr. White 
offered an amendment for the creation 
of a board of three officers to report on 
the relative merits of Santa Monica bay 
.and of San Pedro harbor for tbe purpose 
of a deep water harbor. Large easels 
were brought in the senate and maps of 
the Pacilic Coast placed on them. With 
pointer in baud Ml. White then called 
attention to the main points of the con- 
test. 


The senator said the Pacific coast 


wanted a good deep water harbor. Most 
of the harbors were poor ones. That at 
San Diego was too remote for a large 
element of commerce. This demand for 
better harbor facilities led to the devel- 
opment of the Santa Monica project, 
and Senator Jones of Nevada built a 
railroad 
from Los Angeles to Santa 


Monica, with a view to ultimate eastern 
extension, but the road fell into the 
hands of the Southern Pacific railroad. 
Mr. White then pointed out that a board 
of army engineers had recommended 
San Pedro as the desirable point lor a 
harbor, and that this recommendation 
•was indorsed by Chief Engineer Casey. 


Objection was made to this report, 


and through the efforts of Senator V rye 
another board, headed by the present 
chief of 
engineers, was appointed. 


Three points— Rodondo, Suuta Monica 
and San Pedro— contended before this 
board, each element being ably repre- 
sented, the Southern Pacific railroad 
being represented by one of the host 
lawyers in California. 


This board, nimle up of eight of the 


foremost engineers of the service, recom- 
mended San Pedro harbor. When this 
report cauio before congress nothing was 
done. The fight in behalf of Santa 
Monica was still on as though no report 
had been made. Mr. White traced in 
great detail the history of the subject. 


Taking up the present status, Mr. 


White urged that the two California 
senators and the representative from 
the Sixth California district did not ask 
for the amendment inserted in the bill 
for a harbor at Santa Monica and said 
the overwhelming sentiment of the peo- 
ple of the locality was against it. 


Mr. White commented on the yextra- 


wdinary aud peculiar" conditions by 
which the senates and local represent' 
tivea from California were consulted ai 
to the proposed appropriatjon. it indi- 
cated that "some extraordinary" influ- 
ence had been brought to bear. He 
commented on the persistency of the 
Southern Pacific railroad, and declared 
that this accounted for the extraordin 


White spoke of the surprise witl 


which he learned that tbe paragraph fo 
•tbe Santa Monica appropriation hat 
actually been printed for incorporation 
in the" river and harbor bill, although 
tho understanding had been reached 
that there should be no appropriation 
beyond that for the inner harbor at San

HAVANA, May 8.—The trial by court- 


martial of tbe men captured on board 
the American Bchooner Competitor of 
Key -Wefct) Fla,t by tbe Spanish gunboat 
Meneftjera on April 25th, began in the 
court of justice at the navy yard here 
shortly before 8 o'clock this morning as 
a tropical rain shower wao falling. 


The prosecutor waa Lieutenant Miguel 


Soarez. Before beginning their work 
the members of the court assembled in 
the chapel of the navy yard and rever- 
ently witnessed the celebration of maes, 
going thence directly to the court of jus- 
tice, where many officers had assembled. 
A guard of picked marine infantry sol- 
diers then brought in tbe prisoners. 


The first to enter the court room waa 


Alfredo Laborde, who is classed aa the 
leader of the filibustering expedition. 
After Laborde came John Milton, eaid 
to be a native of Kanaae; William Gil- 
dea, said to be a British subject, and 
Teodoro Mata, described ae a fisherman 
and classed as a witness. 


The prosecutor opened the proceedings 


by describing in detail th? capture of tbe 
Competitor. He said that Lieutenant 
Butron, in command of the gunboat 
Menaajera, was notified by some fisher- 
man on April 25th last that a suspicious 
looking schooner, apparently a pilot 
boat, waa off Beracoae, 


The Meneajera was headed for that 
S 


irt of the coast and when within hail- 
g distance of the acUooner. called upon 


her to show her colors. The schooner 
did not do so and men on board her 
jumped overboard and Bwarn for the 
shore. Two of the latter were Been to 
g» down and others may have bean 
drowned. In addition two more of the 
so-called filibusters were killed by the 
rifle fire of the crew of tho gunboat 
while trying to reach the shore. The 
filibusters who were already on land, 
continued the prosecutor, opened fire on 
the gunboat, but did not succeed in bit- 
tine anybody. The schooner waa then 
neized. 


Lieutenant Commander Butron con- 


firmed the statements of the prosecutor. 


Continuing, Lieutenant Butron said 


he found on board the captured schooner 
a number of documents, inscribed and 
classified orders from an insurgent offi- 
cer, recommendations from Estrada, the 
insurgent chief, to call on another insur- 
gent leader; proclamations signed by 
Laborde, lists of the members of the ex- 
pedition and of the war material on 
board and a permit for the Competitor 
to be used an a "lifeboat." 


Lieutenant Butro'n also said that the 


war material captured consisted of sixty 
Beniinzton riflefl, forty carbine". 200 
pounds of dynamite aud 00,000 cart- 


Alfredo Laborde waa tbe first of the 


prisoners to bo examined. He said he 
left Key Went with twenty-four passen- 
gers, who at Cape Sable obliged him to 
put in towards the shore and forced him 
to take on board urine, ammunition and 
explosives, Baying that they were to 
transfer the material to a steamer which 
would meet them at. n«a. 


Colonel Muuaon, Laborde 
added, 


landed on the cuHHt ot Cuba eventually 
and ho, Laborde, remained on board the 
Competitor. He did not lire on the I UOOUl 


asserted that no cartridges had been 
found in their pockets. 
The prosecutor thereupon read the 


formal act of accusation declaring the 
prisoners to be filibusters captured in a 
state of rebellion against the Spanish 
Kovernment and classified the Compet- 
itor as being a Key West lifeboat toond 
landing arms and ammunition on tbe 
ne,a coast of Cuba. 


Therefore, in the name of the King of 


Spain, the prosecutor asked that the 
death sentence be imposed on all the 
prisoners. 
Lieutenant Pardo, for the defense, 


said he did not consider tbe prisoners 
should be treated aa being all equaHv 
KiiiUy. For instance, he Bald, It seemed 
clear that Laborde and Bedia were more 
guilty than Milton and Gildea and that 
Milton was only guilty of excessive zeal 
in trying to obtain information.

who visited Herndon yesterday found a 
change already discernible in the place. 
Tearna were buey hauling lumber and

'les from the switch of the Southern 
iciBc railroad to the bridge-construc- 
tion camp, which ia about a mile above 
the county bridge and.close to a solitary 
conspicuous clump of gum trees, a mile 
and a half east of Horudon. A road has 
been made direct to the camp and is 
easily found aa soon as the vi=itor entern 
the village. The distances to the camp 
are pretty nearly aa follows: From 
Herndon direct, one and a half miles 
eaat; from the county bridge, one mile 
last; from Wood's grove, two and a half 
inilee west; from Lane's bridge six 
miles west. The site of the camp can be 
easily seen from Herndon and it ia 
hardly possible to mistake the way. 


The bank on the.north side of the San 


Joaimin i» steep and rocky at the point 
wheie the bridge will oroea. The depth 
of water on thatside ia from eight to ten 
feet at ordinary seasons. On the other 
bank, where ttw .camp is 
pitched, 


the conditions are precisely opposite; 
tlie water is shoal and a sandbank runs 
flush with the bank. A trial boring. >n 
midstream allowed that lifty-two feet of 
Band and loose gravel would have to be 
penetrated to reach a secure foundation. 
This explains the carload of big piles 
which lay yesterday at the Herndon 


The pile driver is already on the spot 


where the operations will commence, 
namely, on the aouth or Freano county 
aide. Mr. Murphy ol Atwater, Merced 
county, who has the contract for the 
hauling, has fourteen head ol etock at 
work, and there are in the camp twelve 
men with the pile driver, a Chinese 
cook, and about half a dozen general la- 
borers. 
The engineering .corps in company 


with J. T. Williama, assistant engineer 
of the bridge construction department, 
apent Thursday on the spot and made 
all the arrangements necessary for start- 
ing tbe pile driver about the middle of 
next ween. The nefte are all in place so 
that the work can be pursued steadily 
and confidently. 
It ia not intended to hurry matters on 


the construction of the bridge, security 
being an important consideration. The 
contract allots fllty-Bvo days -lor this 
part of the work. «nd it will be prob- 
ably at leaat fifty days more before the 
bridge is finished. It will bo a wooden 
structure; the only iron work being the 
bolt! and braces.
